The  Bureau  has  prepared  this  resource  guide  for  individuals  and  groups  who  are  interested  in  supporting 
healthy  behaviors  and  lifestyles  and  building  healthy  communities.  It  will  assist  you  in  accessing  prevention 
resources  and  intervention  services  in  Massachusetts. 

The  programs  are  staffed  by  individuals  with  a  wide  range  of  experience  in  substance  abuse  prevention  and 
intervention,  health  promotion,  community  development,  and  research.  They  listen,  support,  guide,  and 
celebrate  your  prevention/intervention  efforts.

The  Bureau  of  Substance  Abuse  Services  is  the  single  state  agency  that  provides  a  continuum  of  drug  and 
alcohol  prevention,  early  intervention  and  treatment  services  through  the  purchase  of  community-based 
services.  In  addition  to  funding  direct  services,  the  Bureau  supports  initiatives  to  change  community  norms 
to  promote  healthier,  drug-free  lifestyles.  To  this  end,  the  Prevention/Intervention  infrastructure  coordinates 
the  work  of  the  Federal  Community  Partnership,  High  Risk  Youth  and  Unity/CYAP  Programs  with  the  work 
of  the  state-funded  agencies.  The  Bureau  of  Substance  Abuse  Services  works  in  conjunction  with  other 
sectors  of  the  Department,  such  as  the  AIDS  Bureau,  the  Office  for  Violence  Prevention,  and  the  Bureaus 
of  Parent,  Child,  Adolescent  Health  and  Community  Health  Services.  Services  are  offered  in  cooperation 
with,  and  with  the  support  of,  the  Governor's  Alliance  Against  Drugs,  and  the  Massachusetts  Department  of 
Education. 


The  Governor's  Alliance  Against  Drugs 

The  Governor's  Alliance  Against  Drugs  is  the  entity  of  the  Commonwealth  that  coordinates  the  Governor's 
effort  to  mobilize  communities  to  address  the  problem  of  alcohol  and  other  drug  abuse.  The  Alliance 
initiates,  funds  and  supports  substance  abuse  prevention  and  early  intervention  activities.  The  Alliance 
collaborates  with  the  Department  of  Public  Health/Bureau  of  Substance  Abuse  Services  on  the  funding  of 
46  Youth  Intervention  Programs.  The  Alliance  contributes  to  the  eight  Regional  Prevention  Centers.  In  the 
Criminal  Justice  area,  the  Alliance  supports  the  training  of  DARE  Program  police  officers  and  provides 
implementation  grants  to  communities.  Mini-grants  have  been  made  available  to  assist  community-based 
agencies  in  developing  substance  abuse  prevention  programming  and  models  that  can  be  replicated  in 
other  settings.  Technical  assistance  related  to  prevention/intervention  issues  is  provided. 


Massachusetts  Department  of  Education 

Through  the  Federal  Drug-Free  Schools  and  Communities  Act  monies,  the  Massachusetts  Department  of 
Education  (DOE)  funds  local  school  districts  (LEAS),  collaboratives  and  consortia  to  provide  alcohol  and 
drug  abuse  prevention  education  for  grades  kindergarten  through  12.  In  order  to  provide  expert  technical 
assistance  for  this  prevention  programming,  they  contract  with  the  Regional  Prevention  Centers  network. 
Utilizing  funding  from  several  sources,  DOE  recently  inaugurated  a  Comprehensive  Health  Education  and 
Health  Services  Training  Center  which  provides  administrator  and  teacher  training  in  alcohol,  drug  abuse 
and  other  health  issues.

The  Prevention  Policy  and  Planning  Center  has  been  established  to  develop  the  annual  statewide 
prevention  plan  and  to  promote  prevention  programming.  This  component  of  statewide  prevention  and 
youth  intervention  services  is  funded  by  the  Department  of  Public  Health,  Bureau  of  Substance  Abuse 
Services  and  The  Governor's  Alliance  Against  Drugs.  These  strategic  planning  activities  are  conducted  by 
The  Medical  Foundation  in  cooperation  with  the  Bureau  of  Substance  Abuse  Services  and  CASPAR 
Alcohol  and  Drug  Education  Program. 

The  goal  is  to  strengthen  the  capacity  of  the  statewide  prevention  and  intervention  system.  The  Center  will 
publish  and  disseminate  the  Massachusetts  Prevention  Plan.  The  plan  will  provide  an  overview  of  history 
and  operational  definition  of  prevention  in  Massachusetts,  as  well  as  determine  the  service  delivery  needs 
and  capacity  of  prevention  and  youth  intervention  programs.  The  policy  and  planning  process  also  provides 
leadership  toward  a  comprehensive,  state-of-the-art  prevention  effort  for  the  Commonwealth. 

In  addition,  The  Policy  and  Planning  Center  convened  the  Massachusetts  Prevention  Plan  Work  Group  in 
cooperation  with  the  Governor's  Advisory  Council  on  Substance  Abuse.  The  Prevention  Plan  Work  Group 
examines  and  discusses  issues  of  prevention  programming  and  makes  recommendations  to  the  Director  of 
the  Bureau  of  Substance  Abuse  Services. 

The  Center  also  provides  consultation  to  the  BSAS  and  other  state  and  vendor  agencies  on  a  wide  array  of 
issues.  All  activities  foster  statewide  collaboration  and  facilitate  planning  that  will  balance  decisions  and 
policies  of  prevention,  youth  intervention,  treatment  and  criminal  justice  systems  for  alcohol  and  other  drug 
related  problems. 
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Regional  Primary  Prevention  Centers 


The  Primary  Prevention  system  is  designed  to  assist  communities  in  developing  comprehensive  prevention 
systems  to  create  and  support  conditions  that  promote  healthy  behaviors  and  lifestyles  in  order  to  reduce 
the  problems  associated  with  alcohol  and  other  drugs,  including  HIV/AIDS  and  violence.  The  eight  regional 
Centers  offer  a  variety  of  resources  to  individuals,  community  organizations  and  groups  in  specifically 
targeted  regions.  The  Centers  are  staffed  by  trained  prevention  specialists,  trainers  and  resource 
coordinators  who  are  available  to  share  ideas,  expertise  and  materials. 

Prevention  services  include: 

Community  development:  create  and  support  comprehensive  community  prevention  by  engaging 
individuals  and  groups  representing  the  key  community  systems  to  effect  change  and  coordinate  multiple 
strategies  that  provide  information,  enhance  competencies,  promote  alternatives,  and  influence  social 
policy. 

Consultation  and  technical  assistance:  develop  skills  and  resources  through  individual  consultation  in 
planning,  developing,  implementing  and  evaluating  effective  prevention  programming. 

Training  and  education:  provide  information  about  alcohol,  other  drugs  and  related  problems  and 
develop  competency  skills  and  strategies  for  implementing  prevention  programming. 

Public  information:  disseminate  information  about  the  principles  and  practices  of  prevention  through 
presentations  at  community  forums  and  utilization  of  print  and  electronic  news  media. 

Multimedia  prevention  resource  libraries:  provide  technical  assistance  on  state-of-the-art  prevention 
policy,  research  and  program  development,  and  access  to  the  Regional  Alcohol  and  Drug  Awareness 
(RADAR)  Network,  electronic  communications  systems  and  multimedia  resources. 


Prevention  Center  Resource  Libraries 

The  Prevention  Centers  of  Massachusetts  house  lending  libraries  open  to  the  public  and  are  members  of 
the  Regional  Alcohol  and  Drug  Awareness  (RADAR)  Network.  A  wealth  of  prevention  materials  aimed  at 
developing  effective  community  prevention  programs  is  available.

The  RADAR  Network  is  an  interactive  communication  system  operating  at  national,  state,  and  community 
levels  and,  in  Massachusetts,  through  the  Prevention  Centers.  The  Federal  Center  for  Substance  Abuse 
Prevention  (CSAP)  sponsors  the  RADAR  Network  through  its  information  component,  the  National 
Clearinghouse  for  Alcohol  and  Drug  Information  (NCADI). 

In  Massachusetts,  the  Psychological  Center's  Prevention  Network  serves  as  the  state  RADAR  site  and  has 
access  to  specialty  RADAR  centers  across  the  country.  The  Prevention  Network,  the  seven  affiliate 
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Prevention  Centers,  and  the  Massachusetts  Alcohol  and  Drug  Hotline  constitute  the  Massachusetts 
RADAR  network. 

RADAR  Network  centers  are  able  to  communicate  with  each  other  through  the  RADAR  Electronic 
Communication  System  (ECS)  which  provides  access  to  a  broad  range  of  information  and  serves  as  a 
forum  for  questions  and  answers.

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Youth  Intervention  Programs 


Youth  Intervention  Programs  are  designed  to  identify  youth  who  may  be  experiencing  alcohol  and/or  other 
drug  related  problems,  assess  the  nature  and  extent  of  those  problems  and  make  referrals  to  appropriate 
services  as  needed  to  prevent  the  development  of  more  severe  problems  in  the  future. 

Youth  Intervention  Programs  focus  on  early  detection  and  intervention  with  persons  identified  through  the 
school  system,  the  family,  the  community,  the  criminal  justice  system  or  other  social  systems.  These 
programs  build  upon  the  existing  prevention  program,  and  include  a  range  of  intervention  services  offered 
on  site  in  the  schools,  other  youth  agencies  and  community  institutions,  the  courts  and  the  provider 
agencies. 

Basic  services  include: 

Outreach  and  community  development:  Promote  the  needs  of  youth  with  alcohol  and  drug-related 
problems  through  participation  in  community  task  forces,  policy  development,  coordination  with  local  youth 
agencies,  religious  organizations,  law  enforcement,  criminal  justice,  and  community  institutions. 

Consultation  and  program  development:  Assess  the  needs  of  the  organization,  assist  in  developing  and 
implementing  programs  designed  to  intervene  with  the  needs  of  high-risk  youth  and  provide  ongoing 
consultations  throughout  this  process. 

Training  professionals:  Train  school,  court  and  human  service  professionals  in  identification  of  behaviors 
indicative  of  substance  use  by  youth  and  strategies  for  making  appropriate  referrals. 

Screenings  and  assessment:  Services  provided  to  self-referred  youth  and  those  identified  by  school, 
court  and  other  human  service  personnel.  The  assessment  determines  the  nature  and  severity  of  the 
young  person's  problem  and  may  involve  family  and/or  significant  others  in  this  process,  when  appropriate. 

Psycho-educational  groups:  Provide  groups  for  young  people  identified  with  alcohol  and  drug-related 
problems.  These  groups  are  highly  structured  and  topic-oriented,  focusing  on  identification  of  high-risk 
behaviors  and  establishment  of  peer  interactions  that  motivate  necessary  behavior  and  attitude  change. 
For  some,  these  groups  provide  a  bridge  to  appropriate  treatment. 

Specialized  support  groups:  Provide  specialized  short-term  support  groups  designed  for  children  of 
alcoholics  and  other  substance  abusers  and/or  youth  returning  to  the  school  and  community  from 
inpatient/residential  alcohol  and  drug  treatment  programs. 

Referrals:  Referrals  may  include  self-help  groups  such  as  AA,  NA,  Alateen,  outpatient  clinics,  individuals 
or  family  counseling  or,  if  appropriate,  inpatient  hospitals  and  residential  programs,  as  well  as  other 
appropriate  services  such  as  health,  educational,  and  vocational  services. 

Individual  sessions:  Provide  one-to-one  meetings  with  youth  that  focus  on  substance  abuse  issues. 

The  Governor's  Alliance  Against  Drugs  and  the  Department  of  Public  Health,  Bureau  of  Substance  Abuse 
Services,  co-sponsor  a  Statewide  Coordinator  of  Youth  Intervention  Services.  The  Coordinator  provides 
technical  support  to  providers,  advocates  for  youth  intervention  services  at  the  state  level,  plans  provider 
training,  and  produces  a  Youth  Intervention  Newsletter.  In  addition  the  Statewide  Coordinator  of  Youth 
Intervention  Services  assists  the  CSAP  High  Risk  Youth  grantees  by  convening  monthly  meetings  for 
program  managers  and  providing  technical  assistance.

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Initiatives  for  Pregnant  and  Postpartum  Women 

and  Their  Infants 

In  August  1990,  the  Bureau  of  Substance  Abuse  Services  announced  the  opening  of  the  first  publicly 
funded  specialized  detoxification  service  for  pregnant  women,  accessible  in  all  three  trimesters  of 
pregnancy.  Since  that  time,  the  network  of  specialized  services  has  expanded  statewide  and  currently 
consists  of  34  detoxification  and  38  residential  treatment  beds. 

Eight  detoxification  programs  providing  specialized  services  are  staffed  by  a  full-time  nurse  with 
obstetrical/gynecological  experience  who  coordinates  client  outreach  and  case  management  activities.  A 
primary  component  of  this  service  is  the  arrangement  for  a  prenatal  care  appointment,  scheduled  and 
completed  during  the  client's  detoxification  visit.  Specialized  detoxification  programs  are  enhanced  to 
provide  emergency  hospital  back-up  services,  link  clients  with  family  planning,  mental  health,  and  HIV/AIDS 
services,  and  complete  important  aftercare  referrals  for  continued  care. 

Seven  long-term  residential  substance  abuse  treatment  programs  provide  specialized  services  to  pregnant 
and  postpartum  women  and  their  infants,  including  incarcerated  pregnant  women.  Women  are  admitted  to 
these  programs  during  all  trimesters  of  pregnancy;  case  management  staff  arrange  for  prenatal, 
postpartum,  and  pediatric  care  appointments.  Following  delivery,  clients  return  with  their  infants  to  continue 
treatment  for  up  to  twelve  months.  Parenting  classes  are  an  integral  service  component.  Early 
intervention,  family  planning,  HIV/AIDS  counseling,  WIC  services,  and  other  medical  and  mental  health 
linkages  are  individually  case  managed. 

Specialized  substance  abuse  detoxification,  residential,  and  the  future  intensive  outpatient  and  day 
treatment  programs  complete  a  comprehensive  continuum  of  care  for  pregnant  and  postpartum  women  and 

infants.

The  Peer  Institute  is  an  intensive  three-day  learning  experience  for  young  people  who  are  participating  in 
peer  leadership  programs  throughout  Massachusetts.  Led  by  prevention  specialists  and  youth  alumni,  the 
Institute  offers  elective  and  required  workshops,  family  groups,  rap  sessions,  cultural  programs  and  large 
group  activities.  Participating  peer  leaders  and  adult  advisors  build  skills,  share  outreach  techniques  and 
increase  their  knowledge  of  current  prevention  strategies.  Attendees  learn  how  to  strengthen  the  impact  of 
peer  leadership  activities  within  their  schools  and  communities. 

The  Peer  Institute  recognizes  and  supports  the  powerful  role  that  youth  play  in  promoting  healthy  choices  to 
other  young  people.  Through  exploring  their  own  and  each  others'  diversity,  participants  have  an 
opportunity  to  experience  a  positive  multicultural  event.  They  develop  respect  and  appreciation  for  the 
unique  qualities  which  make  each  of  them  a  special  and  important  part  of  the  world.

Learn  new  skills  and  approaches  to  make  neighborhoods  and  schools  places  of  well-being 
Educate  each  other

The  experience  of  meeting  other  young  people  from  across  the  state  who  share  their  vision  is  profoundly 
reaffirming  and  reenergizing  for  these  young  leaders,  who  go  on  to  positively  influence  many  others.  As 
active  healthy  citizens  of  the  Commonwealth,  graduates  of  the  Massachusetts  Peer  Institute  continue  to 
contribute  to  the  well-being  of  their  friends,  families,  co-workers  and  communities. 
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Massachusetts  Family  Prevention  Education  Program: 
"It  Takes  a  Village  to  Raise  a  Child" 

The  African  and  Chinese  proverb,  "It  Takes  A  Village  to  Raise  a  Child,  is  the  name  of  the  Massachusetts 
statewide  family  initiative  whose  goal  it  is  to  build  and  strengthen  healthy  families  and  communities  and  to 
develop  skills  to  reduce  alcohol  and  other  drug  abuse  and  related  problems  among  our  youth.  The 
program  trains  volunteers  who  lead  parenting  workshops  in  neighborhoods,  community  organizations, 
churches,  schools  and  worksites. 

Although  the  program  is  primarily  directed  toward  families,  inherent  throughout  the  curriculum  is  the  belief 
that  parents  alone  cannot  raise  healthy  children  nor  by  themselves  prevent  their  children  from  abusing 
alcohol  and  other  drugs.  Its  program  is  designed  to  educate  participants  about  their  role  in  shaping  the 
behavior  of  children.  The  curriculum  focuses  on  parenting  skills  related  to  prevention,  alcohol  and  other 
drug  abuse  related  issues  and  strategies  for  communities  to  take  responsibility  for  positively  influencing  the 
behavior  of  all  children. 

Volunteers  are  invited  to  participate  in  two-  to  three-day  regional  trainings,  planned  and  facilitated  by  the 
Regional  Prevention  Centers.  The  volunteers  work  in  pairs  and  are  sponsored  by  community  organizations 
and  businesses  which  provide  assistance  with  the  site,  child  care,  marketing  and  refreshments  for  the  local 
workshop. 

After  the  training  the  volunteers  provide  8-12  hours  of  workshops  in  their  communities.  Each  team  of 
workshop  leaders  is  provided  with  the  curriculum,  "It  Takes  a  Village  to  Raise  a  Child,"  parent  handouts  and 
marketing  materials.  Culturally  appropriate  curricula  are  available  for  the  African  American,  Hispanic  and 
Portuguese  populations.  In  addition,  the  Prevention  Centers  provide  technical  assistance  and  support  as 
needed. 
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Protect  Teen  Health 


"Protect  Teen  Health"  is  a  campaign  to  prevent  HIV/AIDS,  sexually  transmitted  diseases  (STDs), 
unintended  pregnancy,  and  substance  abuse  among  teens  and  young  adults  in  10  communities  across  the 
state.  The  campaign  is  a  major  effort  to  reverse  recent  trends  in  the  health  status  of  teenagers  in 
Massachusetts. 

The  "Protect  Teen  Health"  campaign  is  being  implemented  in  three  phases,  each  of  which  is  coordinated  by 
a  different  Department  of  Public  Health  bureau:  the  AIDS  Bureau,  the  Bureau  of  Substance  Abuse 
Services,  and  the  Bureau  of  Parent,  Child  and  Adolescent  Health. 

Phase  I  of  the  campaign,  coordinated  by  the  AIDS  Bureau  central  office  and  regional  staff,  assists 
communities  in  developing  programs  for  their  youth  that  emphasize  the  prevention  of  HIV/AIDS  and 
sexually  transmitted  disease  (STDs).  The  AIDS  Bureau  will  carry  out  this  phase  of  the  campaign  through 
the  distribution  of  information  and  materials,  trainings,  and  special  community  events. 

Phase  II  of  the  campaign,  coordinated  by  the  Regional  Prevention  Centers  and  funded  by  the  Bureau  of 
Substance  Abuse  Services,  focuses  on  expanding  community-based  initiatives  directed  at  the  adolescent 
population.  The  Centers  manage  an  HIV/AIDS  Prevention  Grants  Program  to  community-based  agencies 
in  the  ten  selected  communities.  This  includes  providing  HIV/AIDS  peer  leadership  training  and  technical 
assistance  to  the  agencies.  The  youth,  as  trained  peer  leaders,  educate  their  peers  to  prevent  HIV/AIDS. 
Expanded  educational  materials  include  information  directed  towards  the  prevention  of  HIV/AIDS,  STDs 
and  unintended  pregnancy.  This  phase  is  funded  in  part  by  Mass.  AIDS  Tax  Fund. 

Phase  III,  coordinated  by  the  Bureau  of  Parent,  Child  and  Adolescent  Health  with  the  Department  of 
Education,  focuses  on  school  health  initiatives.  The  goal  of  this  phase  is  to  strengthen  school-based  health 
programs  and  centers  through  the  development  and  expansion  of  school  health  education,  services  and 

policies. 

The  campaign  targets  communities  with  disproportionately  large  numbers  of  high  risk  teens.  Other  cities 
and  towns  are  encouraged  to  participate  in  the  campaign  and  to  initiate  similar  activities  for  their  own  youth.

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Boston  Youth  Street  Worker  Initiative 


The  Street  Worker  program  is  designed  to  provide  guidance  to  inner-city,  high-risk  youths  toward  gaining 
access  to  a  wide  array  of  services  including  health,  alcohol  and  other  drug  issues,  education,  shelter, 
housing,  food,  jobs  and  recreational  activities.  It  is  a  coordinated  city-wide  effort  by  the  Mayor's  Office  of 
the  City  of  Boston  and  the  Department  of  Public  Health's  Bureau  of  Substance  Abuse  Services.  The  overall 
project  supports  22  street  workers  in  10  neighborhoods  of  the  city  and  support,  coordination  and 
management  by  3  of  the  senior  caseworkers  and  a  program  director.  Ten  of  the  street  workers  and  3 
senior  caseworkers  are  funded  by  the  Bureau  of  Substance  Abuse  Services. 

The  program  provides  a  network  of  community-based  youth-outreach  workers,  who  act  as  mentors  and 
positive  role  models,  providing  alternatives  to  prevent  youths'  involvement  in  high-risk  behaviors.  Services 
include  education,  community  development,  advocacy,  information  and  referral,  and  crisis  intervention. 

The  Department  of  Public  Health,  through  The  Medical  Foundation,  provides  training  and  technical 
assistance  to  the  street  worker  programs.

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Violence  Prevention  Project 


The  statewide  coordination  of  alcohol  and  other  drug-related  violence  prevention  activities  is  conducted  by 
the  Office  of  Violence  Prevention.  The  coordinator  provides  system-wide  technical  assistance  to  increase 
violence  prevention  activities  throughout  the  Commonwealth.  The  Project  includes  activities  which  promote 
community  efforts  to  reduce  violence  through  prevention  programming. 

The  coordination  of  alcohol  and  other  drug-related  violence  prevention  promotes  a  cohesive  strategy 
incorporating  public  health,  health  education  and  public  safety  resources.  Training  and  technical  assistance 
are  available  to  prevention  specialists,  youth  intervention  providers,  street  outreach  workers,  and  other 
adults  working  with  youth  to  integrate  violence  prevention  into  program  delivery. 

The  Peer  Leadership  Preventing  Violence  manual  will  be  published  and  disseminated  to  guide  adolescents 
interested  in  generating  local  youth-empowered  violence  prevention  programs.  This  curriculum  utilizes 
interactive  learning  strategies  to  encourage  and  train  young  people  to  engage  their  peers  in  conflict 
resolution  and  healthy  social  interactions.

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Urban  Neighborhood  Intervention  Teams 
for  Youth  (UNITY) 

The  UNITY  project  is  a  partnership  between  state  government  and  local  communities  designed  to  reduce 
the  use  of  alcohol  and  other  drugs  among  youth  in  selected  housing  projects  and  neighborhoods.  UNITY 
works  through  tenants'  associations,  neighborhood  groups  and  local  churches  to  provide  grass  roots 
mobilization  and  support  for  alcohol  and  drug  abuse  prevention  programming  in  minority  communities.  The 
goal  of  the  project  is  to  empower  communities  and  increase  community  resistance  to  alcohol  and  other 
drug  use  and  abuse.

The  Center  for  Substance  Abuse  Prevention  (CSAP)  has  funded  an  increasing  number  of  demonstration 

projects  focusing  on  high  risk  youth.  The  six  basic  program  goals  of  the  grants  are: 

Decrease  the  incidence  and  prevalence  of  drug  and  alcohol  use  among  high  risk  youth. 

Reduce  factors  placing  youth  at  high  risk  for  substance  abuse. 

Enhance  factors  that  protect  youth  from  the  use  of  alcohol  and  other  drugs. 

Coordinate  the  activities  of  human  service  systems  on  behalf  of  the  prevention  of  substance  abuse  among 
high  risk  youth. 

Increase  availability  and  accessibility  of  prevention/treatment/rehabilitation  programs  for  these  high  risk 
populations. 

Reduce  impairment  and  promote  rehabilitation  of  young  alcohol  and  drug  users. 

Since  1988,  the  number  of  grants  in  Massachusetts  has  grown  from  2  to  12,  representing  a  total  of  over  10 
million  dollars.  Of  the  12  grantees,  10  projects  are  located  in  the  Boston  area,  2  in  western  Massachusetts.

Massachusetts'  strong  commitment  to  prevention  has  been  demonstrated  through  the  interest  of  a 
significant  number  of  communities  across  the  Commonwealth  in  the  CSAP  (Center  for  Substance  Abuse 
Prevention)  Community  Partnership  Program.  The  purpose  of  the  five-year  federal  grant  program  is  to 
promote  the  development  of  long-range,  comprehensive,  multidisciplinary  alcohol  and  other  drug  problem 
prevention  planning  efforts.  Through  the  formation  and  support  of  coalitions,  public  and  private 
organizations,  agencies,  institutions  and  community  groups  become  engaged  in  this  collaborative, 
community-wide  effort. 

The  goal  of  the  Community  Partnership  Program  is  to  reduce  current  alcohol  and  other  drug-related 
problems,  and  to  prevent  new  alcohol  and  other  drug  use  and  abuse,  as  measurable  through  evaluation  of 
changes  in  community  norms  and  other  community-specific  indicators. 

The  primary  focus  is  to  bring  together  all  current  prevention  programs  and  strategies  within  cities  and  towns 
into  coordinated,  broad-based  and  unified  community  prevention  systems.  Lead  agencies  may  be  local 
governments  or  community-based  private  non-profit  organizations  or  agencies.  Initially,  a  minimum  of 
seven  organizations  and  agencies  are  expected  to  be  represented  on  a  community  coalition,  with  the 
ultimate  objective  of  engaging  all  sectors  of  the  community. 

A  limited  portion  of  the  grant  may  be  allocated  for  activities  which  promote  or  enhance  community 
prevention  programming.

CSAP  Pregnant  and  Postpartum  Women  and  Their  Infants 


The  Center  for  Substance  Abuse  Prevention  (CSAP),  in  conjunction  with  the  Office  for  Maternal  and  Child 
Health,  has  established  a  federal  initiative  to  support  innovative  demonstration  projects  addressing  the 
treatment  needs  of  substance  abusing  pregnant  and  postpartum  women  and  their  infants.  Women  using 
substances  during  pregnancy  have  multiple  needs,  including  substance  abuse  treatment,  health  care,  and 
psychosocial  needs.  The  primary  goal  of  this  national  initiative  is  to  promote  the  development  and 
implementation  of  comprehensive,  coordinated,  and  readily  accessible  prevention,  intervention,  and 
treatment  systems  to  respond  to  the  specialized  needs  of  this  population. 

Grants  are  awarded  to  selected  recipients  to  implement  and  evaluate  specialized  services  over  a  three-to 
five-year  time  period. 

Massachusetts  has  been  successful  in  responding  to  this  initiative  and  currently  maintains  the  second 
highest  number  of  total  pregnant  and  postpartum  grant  awards  (10)  in  the  United  States.
